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DR. SUTHERLAND ON OUR NEW BODIES.

Notwithstanding the warm weather, the
Bmithfleld Street M. E. Church was crowd-
ed, last evening, by people to hear Rev,
Charles Edward Locke, the pastor, preach
on "“The Louisians Devil Fish.” He made
&n eloguent attack against the lptiery and
showed why the people should take up the
mstter and do everyvthing possible in their
power to abolish the business, He took for
his text: *The fires shall consame the
taberencle of bribery,” ete. In his sermon
he said:

“This oation is victimized and outraged by
the Lounisiana Btate Lottery, It was organ-
ized in 1868, snd chariered by the State for
a period of 25 years. During the early
duys of its existence the loitery came into
competition with tbe lotteries of other
States. To-dav it1s the only one in exist-
ence, and Louisinna is the only State in the
Union that would permut this nefarious
business to go on. The reason for this is
because of the seeming liberality. 1n 1868,

when the yellow fever was raging
in the South, it contributed $100,-
000 to the fund for the relief of

the sufferers. It built two churches and en-
dowed the Howard Memorial, a city library.
‘When the floods ipundated the country, a
few weeks ago, it dounated §300,000, and sent
out three or ‘our boats to rescue the people
living along the river banks. It bas in-
gratiated itself into the hearts of the people
and has put the Stute under obligations to
itself,
SOMETHBING OF THE FUTURE.

“The charter of the concern expires at the

end of the year 1803 and the ministers

of the country are orgmniziog agaiunst
it, They have been  stirred up
to the enormity of the erime being

carried on under the protection of the law
and are organizing a crusade against it
The present session of the Legislature has
been considering the matter o renewing the
churter for 25 years more. For this privi-
lege the lottery company will pay the State
in cash #1,500,000. The bill passed the
lower house, und to the bonor o’ the Gov-
ernor, it may be stated, he vetoed it. So
strong is the grip of this hydra-beaded,
hlood-sucking, entrail-eating monster that

it went from the Jower hous: to the
Bennte with a recommendation for
pastage. While on s way to the
Beaate, a member died, thereby muking jone
short of » twodhird wole to pass the bill
over she Governor's veto. It will eventually
come belore the jodiciary, and aiterward
may be puttoa vyote of the peonle. If it

is, there is no gqoestion but the people
will vote overwhelmingly for the lottery.
“The robbery is & national bloteh and a
disgrace. Ii it only affected the poople of
Louisiaua it would not be our firht. Only

three per cent of the tickets sold
are taken by the people of the
Btate. Ninety-seven per cent of the receipts

of the concern sre sold in other States aud
foreign countries, For this reason 1 cluim
it is 0 nationxl jssue. The grand old State
of Pennsylvania mukes it eriminal, and ysl
the Lounisisna Lottery reaches into the State
regardless of our wishes. Ope-third of the
mail sent iuto the city of New Orleans is for
the lottery company, and two-thirds of the
letters sent out of the eity come from the
concern. A few years ago they had offices
in the principal cities of the country. In
one office on Broadway, New York, the daily
recoipts ?r o wonth were $5,176, and the
pumber ol ietters received was 1,760.

ITS GRIF OX FPITTSRURG.

“Our own city has felt the grip of the
monster, and many bovs in the Western
FPeniteutiary ean attribute their downiall to
the lottery. Many citizens who have been

or are made poorer, Muny wealthy men
m\-e been fascinated and ruined. I would
like to show wyou how much of the hardi-
earned earnings of the poor people of this
city have gone to swell the purses of the
leeches who control this smothering octopus.
It is also & moral issue, and it is the
duty of the opulpit to speak oat
sgaiost it. It Is pot homest It is a
high-banded, unpscrupulous, unmitigated
swindle. The earnings of the concern have
been §10,000,000 per vear, the proceeds
$52,000,000, snd what does it pay for all
this? It contributes £40,000 per yearto a
city hospital, and the other thousands I
bave re'erred to are & mere pittance to the
millions of dollars gone to the avaricious
owners of the vulture. It leadste lving,
lasciviousness, corrnption, profligacy, dronk-
enness and murder. It creeps in until i
fastens itz long arms on the vitals of the

pubilic, and then isttens on them,
Generals Desuregard and Early are
piling up the tinder that will, after

while, topple and consuwme the tabernacle ot
bribery. These men fought Jike tigers
against the desecrating tread of Yankees
from the North during the wor.
